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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejections of claims 45, 46, 48-57, 59-64, 
and 67-73 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph for scope of enablement are maintained. Applicants argue that the claims as amended 
satisfies with the requirement under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph. This is not found to be persuasive for the reasons of record. In 
particular, there is no structural requirement for the fragments of CYK-4 protein recited in the claims. 

The objection to claims 45, 46, 51-57, 60-64, and 67-73 for reciting non-elected subject matter (murine CYK-4 of SEQ ID NO: 4) is 
maintained. It is noted that the restriction to a single CYK-4 polypeptide, i.e., SEQ ID NO: 2, is not a species election; rather it sets forth 
addditional invention groups as indicated in the action mailed on 06/15/2004. There are no generic linking claims in the pending claims. 
The instant claims use the Markush language, reciting two sequences: SEQ ID NOS: 2 and 4. In re Harnisch test for unity of invention is 
applied in the Markush practice. In the instant case, since the recited sequences do not appear to have a substantial structure similarity as 
a whole, restriction to a single sequence is required. 
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
